Following tho receipt of a telegram

from Seattle. stutlns that a man there
had made HttldHVits that ne WM with u
HllUrttom on the night J. O, Morrtaon
and hla son arere murdered and that
Hlllatroin could haw had no part In
the crime, a hurried conference waa
haid by members of the Hoard of Par-
dons. The decision wan reached not to
Interfere with the execution.

At 4 o'clock this morning Hillatrom
awoke and began shrieking and shaking
the door of his cell. A general alarm
was soviniiert nn.t all the prison gumrfia
rushed In. When attendant- - came to
lead hint 16 the place of execution Hill-
atrom fought them, but he was iuleed
before the death chair was Wachlfl. His
last words were: "Fire! let 'er go"
A moment later he was dead.

lllllstrom Attacks Attendants.
Hillatrom retired calmly laat night

and apparently slept well. When
lie awoke he leaped from his rot scream-
ing. Selling one of the blankets he
tore It Into strips, which be tied to the
call door. He then grabbed a broom
handle from one of the guards and with
It attacked the attendants who went
to Ma cell soon after 7 o'clock. Peputy
Warden lre received a plight wound in
the arm from tils weapon

Hlllertrom fought 'until the appearance
of Sheriff J. S. Corless. for Whom he
had professed high regard.

This is all nonsense, Joe," said the
Sheriff. "You promise.! to die like a
man."
